UKRAINE, JAPAN, CANADA AND CZECHOSLOVAKIA. 

ON ENLARGEMENT OF OSC, PAKISTAN SUGGESTED 14 ADDITIONAL MEMBERS, 
AND JAMAICA BELIEVED GA, NOT OSC, SHOULD STUDY QUESTION. EGYPT 
FAVORED LIMITED AND QUALIFIED EXPANSION, ARGENTINA SAID 
ENLARGEMENT SHOULD REFLECT PRESENT UN COMPOSITION, BRAZIL AND

RECEIVING STATES EXERCISED EFFECTIVE CONTROL (BRAZIL); LEGAL 
SUBCOMITE SHOULD GIVE IT HIGHEST PRIORITY (BULGARIA); PRESENT 
KNOWLEDGE INSUFFICIENT TO TAKE POLITICAL AND LEGAL DECISIONS
